FIRE INSPECTORS TB 
RE-RATE SIKESTON 


W. E. Edom, 
J. C. Arendt, J. W. 
Sturdivant and H. A. Swenson, rep­ 
resentatives of the Missouri Fire In­ 
spection Bureau, are in Sikeston 
to 
give the city the 
first 
re-rating of 
fire insurance since 1912. 
The Missouri Inspection Bureau is 
under the supervision of the Insur­ 
ance Bureau of the State of Missou­ 
ri and this Bureau, which the 
men 
mentioned represent, makes the fire 
insurance rates for 
all 
companies 
operating in Missouri. 
The men wiil 
be here at least three 
weeks 
and 
possibly longer, depending 
on 
the 
time it takes to complete 
and 
re­ 
check the ratings made. 
The men will inspect the business 
houses, churches, schools and 
other 
public buildings and dwellings only 
when they are exposed by one of 
the 
others mentioned. 
When the inspec­ 
tion is copmlete, they will then sub­ 
mit a list of recommendations to the 
property owner as to how' his rate 
may be reduced. 
Then, in time, the 
building is re-inspected 
and if 
the 
recommendations have been 
carried 
out the chances are good for 
a re­ 
duction in the rate. 
“A property owner makes his own 
rates”, Mr. Edom said. 
‘‘We go by 
the compiled figures of our schedule, 
which 
has 
been 
approved by the 
State department and can make our 
findings only in a mechanical man­ 
ner. 
Therefore, if 
a building 
has 
few hazards, it is naturally going to 
get a smaller rate 
than 
one 
with 
many hazards. 
“Where property owners co-oper­ 
ate with us, our w’ork is 
simplified 
and the property 
owner is satisfied 
too. 
1 mean by that, when we give 
a list of recommendations, and they 
are carried out, we can give the same 
rate or even reduce it. 
“Briefly, we make a rate in 
this 
manner. 
We take the thickness of 
the walls and the height of the build­ 
ing as a basis and charges are made 
against that basis or credits given it, 
depending on 
the 
conditions. 
The 
condition of the fire wall, the ceiling 
(whether it be wood or metal), etc., 
are charged. 
Then credits are giv­ 
en where extinguishers of the right 
type are 
kept, 
for 
incombustible 
floors, fire escapes, etc. 
The gener­ 
al condition of the building 
is 
ar­ 
rived at after an inspection of 
the 
surroundings and buildings to which 
it is exposed, also the condition 
of 
the wiring, walls 
and 
method 
of 
heating. 
“When people realize that we are 
not here for the purpose of raising 
their rates, but instead, to adjust the 
rates and to aid the property owner, 
we will be able to do much more for 
them”, he concluded. 
The effect of the new fire code re­ 
cently passed in Sikeston will prob­ 
ably not be felt in this rating, as it 
has not been in effect 
for a 
long 
enough period of time, but it is cer­ 
tain to help the fire rates later. 
The inspectors arrived here Tues­ 
day and 
started 
their 
preliminary 
work. 
Wednesday, they were busy on 
special calls from property owners 
who had made requests for 
a 
new 
rating and Thursday, the work 
on 
the rest of the business district was 
started.

It is the belief of The Standard that 
Sikeston 
needs, 
wants and is in a position to have a municipally owned elec­ 
tric light plant. 
There is no longer reason to send several 
thousand dollars of local money out of the city each 
year 
when it might well be recirculated here. 


The cry of the power companies is that a small isolat­ 
ed plant cannot yive the service and cannot be operated as 
efficiently as these companies operate 
their 
large 
plants. 
Hut let us investigate a little and see. 


Jackson, smaller than Sikeston, has owned her own 
plant for twenty-one years. Three years ago she got a new 
plant which cost her nothing except a lot and building. 
In 
one more year that plant will have been paid for out of the 
profits of the company. Then there are the cases of Colum­ 
bia, Marshall, Hannibal and a dozen of others who 
have 
made a success of municipally owned plants. 


For several months the people of Kennett have been 
dissatisfied with their light and power 
service 
and 
have 
been considering a plant of their own. 
When the oil 
en­ 
gine companies found this out, one of 
them 
came in and 
offered to install the plant with no down payment, the plant 
t<- be paid for entirely out of the profits of the plant 
in 
a 
period of six years. The plant to cost in the neighborhood 
of $80,000 or $90,000. 
I his company required the city 
to 
vote approximately $25,000 in bonds for pole lines. 


A second oil engine company then entered the compe­ 
tition and offered all the first company offered and in 
ad­ 
dition offered to furnish the money for the poles so th at the 
city would not have to be out one cent and 
the 
payments 
were extended from a period of six 
to a 
period 
of ten 
years. 


Under both proposals, the plant was to be turned over 
to the city and operated by them the day of its completion. 


A proposition put to the people of Kennett carried by 
;>2 to 1 with only 9 dissenting votes. So Kennett 
will join 
the ranks of other progressive cities which own their own 
electric light plants. 


Competition has become so keen between the larger oil 
engine companies that the stronger ones have 
taken this 
method of placing their machines. These companies do not 
sell oil nor do they have anything to sell after the plant 
is 
put into operation, so there is no catch in their propositions. 
They simply have so much faith in 
the past 
experiences 
with the economy of the oil engine that they know they will 
pay for themselves out of the earnings of the plant. 


In any event, Sikeston owning her own 
electric 
light 
plant could hardly go wrong for it is much better to circu­ 
late the money paid by homefolks here than to send it out 
through a series of pyramided holding companies.

Stimson returned to the United Stat­ 
es and reported that peace had been 
restored in Nicaragua, and that only 
a few “bandits” 
with

FIRE INSPECTORS TO 
RE-RATE SIKESTON 


W. E. Edom, 
J. C. Arendt, J. W. 
Sturdivant and H. A. Swenson, rep­ 
resentatives of the Missouri Fire In­ 
spection Bureau, are in Sikeston 
to 
give the city the 
first 
re-rating of 
fire insurance since 1012. 
The Missouri Inspection Bureau is 
under the supervision of the Insur­ 
ance Bureau of the State of Missou­ 
ri and this Bureau, which the 
men 
mentioned represent, makes the fire 
insurance rates for 
all 
companies 
»perating in Missouri. 
The men will 
be here at least three 
weeks 
and 
possibly longer, depending 
on 
the 
time it takes to complete 
and 
re ­ 
check the ratings made. 
The men will inspect the business 
houses, churches, schools and 
other 
public buildings and dwellings only 
when they are exposed by one of 
the 
others mentioned. 
When the inspec­ 
tion ¡« copmlete, they will then sub­ 
mit a list of recommendations to the 
property owner as to how’ his rate 
may he reduced. 
Then, in time, the 
building is re-inspected 
and if 
the 
recommendations have been 
carried 
out the chances are good for 
a re ­ 
duction in the rate. 
“ A property owner makes his owm 
rates", Mr. Edom said. 
“ We go by 
the compiled figures of our schedule, 
which 
has 
been 
approved by the 
State department and can make our 
findings only in a mechanical man­ 
ner. 
Therefore, if 
a building 
has 
few hazards, it is naturally going to 
get a smaller rate 
than 
one 
with 
many hazards. 
“ Where property owners co-oper­ 
ate with us, our wrork is 
simplified 
and the property 
owner is satisfied 
too. 
I mean by that, when we give 
a list of recommendations, and they 
are carried out, we can give the same 
rate or even reduce it. 
“ Briefly, we make a rate in 
this 
manner. 
We take the thickness of 
the walls and the height of the build­ 
ing as a basis and charges are made 
against that basis or credits given it, 
depending on 
the 
conditions. 
The 
condition of the fire wall, the ceiling 
(whether it be wood or metal), etc., 
are charged. 
Then credits are giv­ 
en where extinguishers of the right 
type are 
kept, 
for 
incombustible 
floors, tire escapes, etc. 
The gener­ 
al condition of the building 
is 
a r­ 
rived at after an inspection of 
the 
surroundings and buildings to which 
it is exposed, also the condition 
of 
the wiring, walls 
and 
method 
of 
heating. 
“ When people realize that we are 
not here for the purpose of raising 
their rates, but instead, to adjust the 
rates and to aid the property owner, 
we will be able to do much more for 
them ”, he concluded. 
The effect of the new fire code re­ 
cently passed in Sikeston will prob­ 
ably not be felt in this rating, as it 
has not been in effect 
for a 
long 
enough period of time, but it is cer­ 
tain to help the fire rates later.

tric light plant. 
There is no longer reason to send several 
thousand dollars of local money out of the city each 
year 
when it might well be recirculated here. 


The cry of the power companies is that a small isolat­ 
ed plant cannot give the service and cannot lie operated as 
efficiently as these companies operate 
their 
large 
plants. 
Hut let us investigate a little and see. 


Jackson, smaller than Sikeston, has owned her own 
plant for twenty-one years. Three years ago she got a new 
plant which cost her nothing except a lot and building. 
In 
one more year that plant will have been paid for out of the 
profits of the company. Then there are the eases of Colum­ 
bia, Marshall, Hannibal and 
a dozen of others who 
have 
made a success of municipally owned plants. 


For several months the people of Kennett have been 
dissatisfied with their light and power 
service 
and 
have 
been considering a plant of their own. 
When the oil 
en­ 
gine companies found this out, one of 
them 
came in and 
offered to install the plant with no down payment, the plant 
to be paid for entirely out of the profits of the plant 
in 
a 
period of six years. The plant to cost in the neighborhood 
of .$80,000 or $90,000. 
This company required the city 
to 
vote approximately $25,000 in bonds'for pole lines. 


A second oil engine company then entered the compe­ 
tition and offered all the first company offered and in 
ad­ 
dition offered to furnish the money for the poles so th a t the 
city would not have to be out one cent and 
the 
payments 
were extended from a period of six 
to a 
period 
of ten 
years. 


Under both proposals, the plant was to be turned over 
to the city and ojierated by them the day of its completion. 


A proposition put to the people of Kennett carried by 
o2 to 1 with only 9 dissenting votes. So Kennett 
will join 
the ranks of other progressive cities which own their own 
electric light plants. 


Competition has become so keen between the larger oil 
engine companies that the stronger ones have 
taken this 
method of placing their machines. These companies do not 
sell oil nor do they have anything to sell after the plant 
is 
put into operation, so there is no catch in their propositions. 
They simply have so much faith in 
the 
past 
experiences 
with the economy of the oil engine that they know they will 
pay for themselves out of the earnings of the plant. 


In any event, Sikeston owning her own 
electric 
light 
plant could hardly go wrong for it is much better to circu­ 
late the money paid by homefolks here than to send it out 
through a series of pyramided holding companies.

Some real estate companies use what is known as the “free lot scheme” in 
promoting the sale of their land. In this scheme, lots are supposed to be 
given “free” (or at a ridiculously low price) to persons selected from c a r d s 
distributed in theatre lobbies, food shows, fairs, etc., or, secured by house- 
to-house solicitors. 


Such so-called ‘‘free lots” are usually too small, or of such odd shapes that 
they are valueless. The game is to sell the winners adjoining or other lots 
at prices that net the operators profits that are often exorbitant. 


Charles H. Adams, Chairman of the Special Commission on the Necessar­ 
ies of Life in Boston, Mass. has recently stated: 


‘‘The Commission believes that the ‘free-lot scheme’ tends to 
mislead the buyer as to the value of his bargain. It has been 
used as a bait to obtain prospects”. 


The Post Office Department has recently issued a fraud order against^ the 
operations of one free lot scheme used to promote the sale of land in Flori­ 
da. This company worked its scheme by offering a “free” lot to persons 
solving a ridiculously simple puzzle. 


Reputable real estate dealers do not approve of the ‘‘free lot scheme”. The 
Better Business Bureau of St. Louis has issued publicity on several such 
schemes and many of them have closed up shop and moved on to greener 
fields. 


Information regaring specific ‘‘free U\t schemes” may be secured without 
charge from the Better Business Bureau or any reputable real estate man.
